DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 12 and 18 as amended directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: the specie of treating a surface of a member by cyclically and periodically 
producing pulsed changes in at least one of the pressure and the flow rate of the 
treatment fluid, circulating within the closed processing cup, as recited in claim 12 and 
the specie of treating a surface of a member by periodically reversing flow direction 
of the treatment fluid circulating in the closed processing cup, as recited in claim 18. 
The species are independent or distinct because they require the use of different 
surface treatment technique and therefore different processing steps. 

Applicants are required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed specie 
recited by claim 12 or claim 18 for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be 
restricted. 

Applicants are advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 
of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
